ably true analyses of the problem ahead. 
Nevertheless the forecast result can and 
should be avoided. 
The divergence of opinion, in the first 
place, does not represent confusion. These 
authorities and employers are thinking of 
their own businesses. 
Their split, therefore, seems to fore­ 
cast that perhaps half the businesses of the 
country will suffer employment 
and

pression, but that the other half logically 
can anticipate good business. 
Then furthermore, this much is true: 
There never has been so much money 
in the hands of the people and never a 
time when people needed everything for

How 
necessary are 
reducing 
diets ? 
Even 
during 
rationing, 
overweight exists. Nobody knows 
the exact incidence of obesity, but 
about 3 per cent of life insurance 
applicants are rejected because of 
overweight. In d raft board*, which 
are strict, about 5 per cent are re­ 
jected for overweight. 
W hether it Is cause and effect or 
not there is no question th at over­ 
weight* are more short lived than 
underweight*. Depending on how 
much overw eight one is, the over­ 
weight stands from 20 per cent to 
75 per cent more chance of sudden 
and early death than the average 
weight. H eart disease and diabetes 
are the two g reat enemies of the 
overweight. But, as m ight be ex­ 
pected, the overw eight is IO per 
cent more subject to accidents 
than the norm al weight. 
So there is plenty of reason for 
a person try in g to be within the 
normal weight. 


Reducing Treatm ent 


As to the value of a reducing 
diet in treatm ent, everyone agrees 
about that. You hear of people who 
believe they are overweight on ac­ 
count of their glands, but the real 
cause of overweight, according to 
the best authorities, is eating too 
much. AH obesity, says one of 
these authorities, is alim entary. 
W hat elem ents in the diet are 
m ost conducive 
to putting on 
w eight? 
Doctors used to blame 
the starches and sugars and these 
undoubtedly can turn to fat, but 
the latest idea* are th a t highly 
fatty diets lead most readily to 
overweight. And we all like fats. 
In gravies and sauces and ice 
cream and in eggs and a thousand 
other way*. 
So in these le n te n reducing 
d ieu th a t we will publish every 


day, the em phasis will he put on 
elim inating the fats. This will 
probably be m ort of a deprivation 
than anything for the person who 
follows the diet conscientiously, 
but it is scientific. 
On the basis of previous years 
experience a person who folio** 
the Lenten diets can expect to be 
about twenty pounds lighter by 
E aster. 
We will print a diet every day. 
They can be used, however, inter­ 
changeably. Anyone who ha* been 
accustomed to three square meals 
will probably be hungry at first if 
the diet is followed w ithout any 
e x tra bites or snacks. But, if pre­ 
vious experience is any guide, the 
rew ards will be very gratifying.
